Monday evening, December 29 from 6 30 
to 6:45, the first blackout rehearsal will be 
held in this city and everyone is expected to 
join wholeheartedly in the drill. Only by 
actual practice can we blackout our city 
effectively and unlevs a community is wholly 
dark it is not blacked out. It Is well for 
Kingstonians to remember that the safety 
and protection of the residents of this city 
rests with the residents. 
Every region and every' community, per­ 
haps, m ust he its own judge on how far to 
go in this m atter. Residents in every com­ 
m unity are getting blackout-conscious and 
mostly it must lie regarded as a good thing. 
But it is just as well not to over-do the 
blackout, not only because of the needless 
trouble it may cause but because of the ac­ 
cidents that so often occur in complete black­ 
outs. 
People should handle this m atter 
calmly. 
It will not be necessary for a neighbor to 
report to the police a light burning in a 
neighbor’s home or any other form of non­ 
cooperation.

BETTER TOAN TREATIES 
A tragic truth about international affairs 
In the years before the present war was the 
existence, along with m any peace-seeking 
treaties, of so much suspicion, selfishness and 
intense nationalism that the treaties couldn’t 
possibly w'ork. They contained well-worded 
hopes but they were not implemented by gov­ 
ernm ental or popular w ill. 
Today, with most of those treaties in dis­ 
honored shreds, there are evidences every­ 
w here of growm g mutual respect among peo­ 
ples and governm ents--many of them in 
exile. Much of the cooperation is carried out 
w ithout the aid of formal treaties. Men of 
understanding and determination see that 
som ething must l>o done by their respective 
countries for mutual help and they proceed 
to do it. 
This is not done in disregard of law. Con­ 
gress has given the President sweeping pow­ 
ers to act as the situation demands. Prime 
M inister Churchill has such powers. 
Men 
now charged with responsibility for saving 
Poland, Norway, The Netherlands, Czecho­ 
slovakia, Greece, and other conquered na­ 
tions, are also able to act directly, without 
waiting for fine words to be set down on 
parchm ent. 
There is hope in all this for wise handling
